CHINA is seeking to re-establ- 
ish soccer relations with Aus- 
tralia and wants to play our 
Olympic Games side. 

An approach in this direction 
was made last week by China’s 
new Olympic squad boss and for- 
mer Socceroo coach Rudi Guten- 
dort. 

However, the Initial bid struck 
an immediate hitch, as Gutendorf 
wanted games scheduled for ear- 
ly next month, as a warmup for, 
China’s coming Olympic quali- 
fiers in North Korea. 

He was Informed by coach 
Thomson that this was Impossi- 
ble because of a periding tour of 
Europe by the Australian Olym- 
plesquad. 

Both coaches will now report 
back to their Federations and the 
dialogue will continue. 

The ASF is now expected to 
discuss the proposal in the com- 
Ing weeks. 


THE need for a ‘Players Association’ to 
protect and further the interests of the 
professionals playing in the NSL under 
the auspices of the ASF has now arrived.

In another expected 
change, play-offs bet 
ween the various state

The play-offs be- 
tween the champions, a 
tangible reward for 
winning the state title, 
will commence this year 
in limited form. 

For this season the 
series is likely to be limi- 
ted to a home-and- 
away play-off between, 
the state champions of 
Victoria and NSW. 

The NSWSF has alre- 
ady responded favour- 
ably to the Victorian 
initiative and the mat- 
ches between the re- 
spective state champi- 
ons are likely to be play- 
ed in September. 

The series could be 
extended to include 
SA, Tasmania and Qu- 
eensland winners for 
1992. 

Victorian Premier 
League chairman Joe 
Caruso believes the re- 
vamp of the state com- 
petition is long 
overdue. 

“Tt must not be seen 
as us crossing into NSL 
territory”, said Caruso 
of the proposed early 
kick-off. 

“In Melbourne 
there will be only four 
NSL teams, meaning 
two games each 
weekend. 

“We will be doing 
our best to work in with 
the NSL, in that if, for 
example, there are 
finals in Melbourne, 
the Premier League will 
support the NSL as it 
did this year. 

“The main reason 
we are considering this 
is that we still have a 
lack of quality facilities 
at Premier League 
clubs. 

“Very few clubs 
have the necessary faci- 
lities, so we are 
attempting to draw the 
crowds back during 
summer when people 
do not have to be con- 
cerned with standing in 
the rain and mud”. 

Caruso said the post- 
season play-offs be- 
tween the state champi- 
‘ons was the ideal way to 
teward the respective 
league champions, with 
gate money for the ga- 
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mes going to the clubs in 
a home-and-away 
Series. 

“NSW initially wan- 
ted a one-off match this. 
year but, with a home- 
and-away series, both 
clubs get the chance of 
making gate money in 
lieu of prizemoney for 
winning the league”, 
Caruso explained. 


“At this stage we en- 
visage the games being 
played at the home gro- 
unds of the respective 
clubs and the VSF will 
meet the bill of sending 
the Victorian champi- 
‘ons to the away leg in 
Sydney. 

“There is certainly 
the possibility of 
extending the series (to 
include other states) and 
personally I would like 
to see that happen”. 


The VSF has also 
declared its intention to 
crack down on teams. 
not prepared to upgra- 
de facilities. 

As from this season, 
no club, regardless of its 
final league position, 
will be considered for 
promotion to a higher 
grade unless its faciliti- 
es meet the specific cri- 
teria set down for that 
competition. 


The two-up, two- 
down ruling which go- 
verns the Victorian lea- 
gues will only cover 
clubs prepared to meet 
the criteria of the higher 
grade, with the possibli- 
ty of play-offs deciding 
promotion if any club 
finishing first or second 
in a competition cannot 
make the grade. 

If a club doesn’t meet 
requirements, it is up to 
the VSF board to deci- 
de the allocation of 
clubs to meet league va- 
cancies. 

But Caruso confir- 
med that a play-off sy- 
stem might be required 
to decide promotion in 
some competitions. 

If, for example, one 
of the top two clubs in 
any league does not 
meet the required stan- 
dard, the next club 
down, in ladder order, 
to meet requirements 
could be given the chan- 
ce to play-off for a place 
in the higher grade 
against the third-bot- 
tom team in the more 
senior grade.

In his spare time, he 
devotes himself to han- 
dicapped children. 

Astutillo Malgioglio, 
the substitute goalie for 
Inter Milan, says “I 
need football to make a 
living. I need my work 
with handicapped chil- 
dren to give my life 
meaning”. 

So 33-year-old Astu- 
tillo Malgioglio with the 
nickname “Tito” lives 
in two completely diffe- 
rent worlds. 

On the one hand, in 
the world of the football 
professional which abo- 
unds with egocentric 
and spoiled stars and on 
the other hand, in the 
world of the underprivi- 
leged, the world of phy- 
sically and mentally 
handicapped children. 

The small village of

Appiano Gentile is situ- 
ated along the motor- 
way from Milan to 
Como, not far away 
from the Swiss border, 
La Pinetina — a park 
with guards keeping 
watch on the villas and 
flats, the golf course 
and training ground for 
Internazionale Milan. 

The whole area is en- 
closed and closely guar- 
ded. Fans stand behind 
locked gates to watch 
admiringly from a di- 
stance how their stars 
train. 

One of the players 
training in La Pinetina 
is Astutillo Malgioglio. 
He “works” with Wal- 
ter Zenga, the Italian 
national goalkeeper 
and Luciano Bodini.

Work 


The small town of Pi- 
acenza is close to the 
motorway leading from 
Milan to Bologna. 

In Via Rapetti on the 
outskirts of Piacenza, a 
hoarding on a recently 
built block of flats dis- 
players the wording 
“ERA 77 di Tito Malgi- 
oglio”.. 

There is a gymnasi- 
um on the ground floor 
with clothes lockers, 
showers and toilets. 

But ERA 77 is no fit- 
ness club. ERA 77 is a 
therapeutic and rehabi- 
litation centre for han- 
dicapped children. 

Here you can find the 
qualified physiothera- 
pist and remedial wor- 
ker, Tito Malgioglio, 
and his wife, Raffaella. 

They work with out- 
siders, with society’s. 
underprivileged, with 
mentally and physically 
handicapped children. 


Funds 


“T constantly com- 
mute between two 
worlds,” says Tito Mal- 
gioglio about himself 
and his two quite diffe- 
rent working environ- 
ments. 

“But I need both 
worlds. Football to 
earn my money, my 
work with the handi- 
capped to give me fulfil- 
ment and contentment 
and the satisfaction of 
knowing that I am 
doing something 
worthwhile.” 

And that is why he 
trains in La Pinetina 
and earns a living as a 
professional player 
even though he does 
not quite fit in the world 
of the ball star. Football 
in Italy is a perpetual 
media hullabaloo, a se- 
ties of sensations about 
stars and their escapa- 
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des and a source of vasts 
sums of money. ‘ 
Football is an essenti- 
al part of public life in 
Italy but not all its ac- 
companying phenome- 
na are desirable. “I am 
an outsider in foot- 
ball,” says Tito Malgio- 
glio, “But thanks to my 
profession as a footbal- 
ler I. can change and im- 
prove the lives of the 
handicapped.” 


Private 


When Giovanni Tra- 
pattoni summoned him 
from Lazio Rome to 
Milan five years ago he 
was able to open his 
own centre in Piacenza. 

Coach Trapattoni 
and Inter’s manage- 
ment supported his so- 
cial work by donating 
the takings from several 


friendly matches per 
season towards his the- 
Tapeutic work. 

This enabled him to 
install his gymnasium 
and to keep treatment 
fees at a minimum. He 
and his wife between 
them take care of 40 
children. 

A child’s four to eight 
hours of treatment per 
month cost the parents 
a mere $4,000. 

ERA 77 recei- 
ves no state benefits. 
Malgioglio’s income as. 
a footballer and the 
contributions of Inter 
Milan alone finance the 
centre. 

“T never had to dis- 
cuss money at Inter,’” 
he says, “the club sim- 
ply prolonged my con- 
tract from year to 
year.”

The children also 
learn to become part of 
a group at the centre 
which is an important 
step in preparing them 
for later detachment for 
their parents and entry 
into kindergarten, 
school or a training 
workshop. 

In fact the Malgiogli- 
‘os have just opened a 
workshop in Piacenza. 
“T shall only go on 
playing football if I can. 
stay with Inter Milan,” 
says Tito about his 
future. 

“Tn any case I do not 
intend to go further 
away than Milan. I wo- 
uld rather stop playing 
than do that. I have got 
enough to keep me busy 
here in Piacenza at the 
centre and in the work- 
shop.” 


Children 


The children Malgio- 
glio treats in Piacenza 
have to be carried bodi- 
ly from their parents’ 
cars into the gym. 

These are children 
who cannot walk, who 
can barely sit. The 
twelve-year-old Maria, 
who has been attending 
his centre for three 
years, is a striking 
example of his achieve- 
ments. 


“She had to learn bit 
by bit how to master 
each movement and 
build up each muscle. 
She can now sit unaided 
and is learning to use 
her own hands”. 

That is his descrip- 
tion of the therapy he 
carries out on “his” 
children. 


ASTUTILLO (Tito) Malgioglio was born in 
Piacenza on May 3, 1958, 


His goalkeeping carcer also began in Piacenza 
before he transferred to neighbouring US Cremo- 
hese. As an eighteen-year-old youth poalkeeper he 
already played his first “A” match for Bologna. 

The next stops along his footballing path were 
Brescia, Pistoia, Rome and Lazio Rome. In 1986 
coach Giovanni Trapattoni called him to Inter- 
nazionale Milan as substitute goalkeeper. 
pecan in line to national goalkeeper Walter 

‘nga, he is in his fifth season at the 
Wana ie powerful Inter 

Tito Malgioglio has been martied for fourteen 
years to Raffaella. Their daughter Elenea is thir- 
teen. 

‘The Malgioglio family lives in a renovated far- 
mbhouse on the outskirts of Piacenza. 

In a suburb of Piacenza he and his wife run ERA. 
77, a rehabilitation centre for handicapped chil- 
dren. They also rent a large workshop in the centre 
of Piacenza where Tito runs courses on crafts and 
technical subjects for the handicapped to equip 
them for integration in everyday working life. 

Both of Tito Malgioglio’s aid institutions are run 
and financed privately.

When I changed 
from Juventus to Inter 
the national goalkeeper 
Walter Zenga was num- 
berone goalkeeper.

It is a sad fact that 
racism directed at black 
soccer players is 2 daily 
occurrence in European 
soccer. It has been a pro- 
blem in Britain for many 
years, but itis an in- 
creasing problem in the 
Netherlands, where the 
big-city clubs have recru- 
ited numerous black im- 
migrants from the Carib- 
bean island of the 
Antilles and Su- 
rimame (Dutch) Guyana 
on the South American 
coast. 


The problem of racial 
insults directed at black 
players from opposing 
players, fans and 
coaches has gotten so 
bad that, according to 
the Paris newspaper 
Liberation, the Dutch 
soccer federation 
(KNVB) has proposed 
introducing a “blue 
card” to indicate that a 
player is being ejected 
for making racial in- 
sults, The problem of 
racism in Dutch soccer 
has set off a heated de- 
bate in Dutch govern- 
ment circles. When a 
Dutch parliament de- 
puty from the island of 
the Moluccas charged 
that the KNVB was not 
reacting fast enough to 
the problem, Dutch 
justice minister Hirsch 
Ballin announced that 
the Dutch government 
would look into the 
situation. 


For their 


they were not delaying. 
They noted that any 
measures could not be 
implemented until next 
season, but they said 
they did hope to intro- 
duce the blue card. 

The most famous 
black players from the 
Netherlands are AC 
Milan stars Ruud Gul- 
lit and Frank Rijkeard, 
but there are many 
Others earming a liveli- 
hood with Dutch pro 


clubs. Feyenoord, the 
big Rotterdam club, 
has seven Suriname im- 
migrants on its roster, 
while Ajax, from 

Amsterdam, starts 
four blacks, all of them 
Dutch internationals: 
goalie Stanley Menzo, 
defender Marciano 
Vink, midfielder Aron 
Winter and stiker 
Bryan Roy, the rising 
star of the Dutch natio- 
nalteam. 

Racial remarks Thijs 
Libregts allegedly 
made in private about 
Gullit and Rijkaard led 
to his ouster as Dutch 
national team coach 
only months before Ita- 
lia 90. A group of Ger- 
man fans taunted Ri- 
jkaard and Gullit dur- 
ing the World Cup 
second round match be- 
tween West Germany 
and the Netherlands in 
Milan by imitating the 
cries of a chimpanzee 
when the Dutch stars 
touched the ball. Such 
cries were again dire- 
cted at Gullit when the 
Netherlands travelled 
to Portugal for a Euro- 
pean Championship 
qualifier last fall. 

When Frits Korbach, 
the head coach of First Sportsoene Chat 
Division club Heren- Sportscene Leichhardt 
veen, called Menzo a 
“filthy black” on 
Dutch television, 
he was hauled before a 
KNVB tribunal, which 
was then itself criticized 
for its laxity in handing 
Korbach a one month 
suspended sentence 
and a $160 fine. 

Unfortunately, the 
problem isn’t limited to 
top leyel Dutch soccer. 
A recent survey of im- 
migrant athletes in The 
Hague revealed that 
33% of black and Mos- 
lem athletes said they 
had been the target of 
insults from opposing 
players, fans and even 
Teferees.

Kindtner’s transfer 
— arranged by Brugge 
agent Israel Moaz — 
comes hot on the heels 
of his magnificent effort 
in Portugal, when the

THE United States 
won its first-ever 
soccer title when it 
took out the inau- 
gural CONCACAF 
Gold Cup, the Cen- 
tral and North 
American and Ca- 
ribbean Nations’ 
Championship, 
with a 4-3 penalty 
shoot-out victory 
over Honduras af- 
ter drawing 0-0 for 
120 minutes. 

‘After Fernando Cla- 
vijo scored on the 
eighth American penal- 
ty kick, Juan Carlos 
Espinoza missed for 
Honduras, winning the 
United States the tour- 
nament. 

The Americans con- 
tinued their remarka- 
ble turnaround under 
coach Bora Milutino- 
vic, the former coach of 
Mexico and Costa Rica. 

The US team is 6-1-1 
since he took over in 
April and has a five- 
game winning streak, 
the longest since the 
‘Americans began kee- 
ping records in 1885. 

The United States 
failed to qualify for the 
World Cup between 
1950 and 1990. 

After 90 scoreless mi- 
nutes and 30 scoreless 
minutes of extra-time, 
the team were tied on 
penalties 2-2. 

Brian Quinn then 
missed for the United 
States and Luis Calix 
missed for Honduras. 

Dominic Kinnear 
gave the Americans a 3- 
2 lead, but Luis Vallejo 
put away Honduras’ se- 
venth kick. 

Clavijo then scored 
the game-winner, bea- 
ting Wilmer Cruz, who 
had replaced Belarmi- 
no Rivera in goal for the 
penalty kicks. 

Espinoza’s shot went 
over the crossbar. 

Rivera made a lea- 
ping save in the 17th mi- 
nute of extra-time, tip- 
ping a header by US ca- 
ptain Peter Vermes just 
over the bar. 

In the closing minu- 
tes of the first half, US 
goalkeeper Tony Meo- 
la deflected Marco 
Anariba’s curving cor- 
ner kick just over the 
bar.

FIFA’s World Cup 
organising committee 
has approved the idea 
of having players wear 
their name on the back 
of their shirts during the 
1994 World Cup — a 
trait of American pro- 
fessional sport. 

More frightening 
the committee has or- 
dered players to wear 
their number on the 
front of their jersey as 
well — another Ameri- 
ccuthabit. 

FIFA says the new 
rules on team uniforms: 
are “a gesture of good- 
will for the spectators 
and media reporters.” 

The committee also 
has agreed to allow 
coaches to choose their 
Substitutes from any of 
the 11 men who start on 
the bench. In the past, 
coaches have had to 
submit a list of five pos- 
sible subs before the 
start of a game. 

FIFA is still consider- 
ing the US Soccer Fede- 
ration’s request to have 
the World Cup final re- 
played if it is dead- 
locked after 30 minutes 
of extra time. Penalty 
kicks would only be 
used if the replay also 
finished as a draw after 


extra time. 

FIFA’s Executive

AN extraordinary contract offer of $290 million from a leading satellite channel and pay-as- 
you-view television should provide a massive injection of cash for the German clubs, and 
dissuade their top stars from moving abroad. 


Such a prospect would 
particularly delight the 
national team manager, 
Berti Vogts, who fears 
that the continual exit 
will soon lead to all his 
internationals playing in 
foreign lands.

Now, thanks to the 
extra money generated 
by television, German 
clubs should be able to 
Keep the foreign compe- 
tition at bay.

Saudis turn to 
Brazil — again 


BRAZILIAN Claudio Garcia is the new 
coach of the Saudi Arabian national team. 


Garcia, 47, who was 
in charge of the United 
Arab Emirates for 
threeyears , signed a 
two-year contract with 
the Saudis. 

His first priority will 
be the Olympic Games 
qualifying competi- 
tion. 

Garcia is the Saudis’ 
fourth Brazilian coach 
since 1982. 

Carlos Alberto Par- 


reira had the most suc- 
cess with Saudi Arabia, 
who won two Asian 
Championships under 
his guidance. 


They have offered the 
DEB (German FA) $200 
million for exclusive 
rights of transmission, 
over five years. 

That means $70 mil- 
lion, a year, exactly three 
times as much as, for 
example in Britain, ITV 
are paying the Football 
League for 18 live cham- 
pionship and three Lea- 
gue Cup games aseason. 

At present a film and 
television consortium, 
UFA, are paying the 
DEB $40 million a year 
‘on behalf of the two Ger- 
man state channels ARD 
and ZdF and the private 
station RTL Plus. The 
new offer from SAT 1 
would bring every First 
Division club $2.2 mil- 
lion a season. 

Second Division clubs 
would get about half that 
amount. 

Germany's club mana- 
Bers are keen to accept 
the bid, while Vogts, 
whose main concern is 
that seven of the World 
Cup squad are playing in 
Italy, while three others 
are negotiating with Ita- 
lian clubs, expressed 
deep satisfaction. 

“This is marvellous 
news for German foot- 
ball,” he said. 

“The money from 
television could be used 
by the clubs to pay their 
stars more, to keep them 
in the country. It is my 
dream for 1992, next to 
qualifying for the Euro- 
pean Championship fi- 
nals, that no internatio- 
nal player goes abroad. 


Shrewdest 


“Of course, some of 
our Italian exiles have 
improved their game 
there and matured into 
real personalities. But 
the basis for a successful 
national team must be 
laid in the Bundesliga.” 

‘There are also warning 
voices. UFA, who hold 
exclusive TV rights till 
1991, are doubtful 
whether SAT 1 have the 
money they promise. 

They have tabled a re- 
newal offer to the DFB. 


“The governing body 
will not be able to over- 
look the state channels 
ARD and ZdF, because 
they guarantee a com- 
prehensive country-wide 
coverage, with audien- 
ces running into mil- 
lions,” claim UFA. 

And Hoeness, the for- 
mer international and. 
now the shrewdest brain 
among the club mana- 
gers, complains that the 
$70 a yearis not enough. 

“This is a catastrophe, 
if such a deal is intended 
for five years,” he says. 

“We think that twice 
‘as much ought to be de- 
manded and I am certain 
we could get it out of tele~ 
vision operators.”” 

The Germans can en- 
joy their sport on seven 
channels. 

But unlike in Britain, 
for instance, they never 
broadcast the same event 
live at the same time. 

The competition is 
fierce but healthy, and of 
course commercial in- 
terests must be con- 
sidered, but never to the:
